ZSoat Extraordiaary Sscape of tho 

. -.Scaaoa. 

The past day or two has furnished 
iiumerous paragraphs relative to freaks 
of lightning, ibut the following account 
from a Dhtton correspondent eclipses 
all'.prevtous descriptions. During the 
thuiuler storm of Thursday, on tho 10th 
inst., a young lady of this village was 
.struck with ligtning imd narrowly 
escaped with her life. The circum- 
stances^ are_ai|j .jfollowa: >A,bqut. 10 
o'oloqW on tM.t morning a dark thunder 
cloud spread over tliis village, and soon 
tho rain came down in torrents, with 
frequent bursts of thunder and flashes 
of lightning, ono of which struck the 
chimney of 3lr. Jas. Kerr's house, in 
which at thetimejhie'ro .wepe only^Mrs. 
Kerr and hor sister,^i.s9 A. 'Fletcher. 
The latter wa.'i sitting near tho wall of 
the house over whicli tho chimney is 
situated. The olcctric fluid passed down 
the timbers, completely sliattoring 
them, and entered her person by means 
of ft metallic back comb which she had 
in her hair at the time, portions of which 
it fused, and in its cour.so afterward.i 
burned the hair to the scalp. The 
fluid divided on tho back of her neck, a 
portion passing ou either side and unit- 
ing in part ou the chest, and then en- 
tered the steel ribs of her corsets, tra- 
versed their length, leaving them high- 
ly charged ..with m'agnqtiara. Again 
tho fluid entered her pdrson and pass- 
ing down one limb to the foot, render- 
ing a high buttoned boot in tatters and 
passed down through tho floor. Wlion 
struck she fell forward on lier sister's 
lap, who put out her flaming hair. She 
remained>.uncon.%cious:for a short time. 
Medical aid was immediately 'stimmon- 
cd and she is recovering gradually. The 
electric light left a red mark, blistered 
in some places through its entire 
course. Strange to say tho dry wooden 
building was not set on iire, while the 
young lady's hair and part of her uii 
dcrclothing was ignited. Sovcral tele 
graph pole.s, a few. rods west of the de 
pot, were shattered to fragments, —

Potitiou Against tlio Soman Oathollo 
Aippointmeats In tho Mi&latry. 

The following petition is being ex- 
tensively aigneil throughout the coun- 
try, and i.H being sent from Shrewsbury, 
signature.s to which are being canvas.s- 
ed for: 

To the Honourable the Commons of the 
United Kingdom of Oreat Britain 
■ and Ireland in Tarliantent awmbled. 

Tho humble petition of the under- 
signed respectfully .sheweth — That your 
petitioners vi^w with the greatest 
alarm the appointment of a Eoman 
Catholic, in the per.ion of the Marquis 
of Ilipon, to the high oQica of Gover- 
nor-General of India, and the appoint- 
ment of another Roman Catholic, in 
the i)ersoii of tho Earl of Kenmare, to 
the post of Lord Charpifcjjrjain of her 
her Majesty's hoasehold.' Your peti- 
tioners iuirably .submit that her Ma- 
jesty the Queen, in her capacity of 
Proteat.xnt .Soveri-ign of this great em- 
pire, cannot b:; rightly represented by 
a Roman Catholic in the Govern- 
ment of her Indian dominions, com-, 
prising eight times "the population 
of Great Britain ; A'aitd;, that great 
confusion will ai-isej ' aSto'' 'great hin- 
drance to the advancement of India 
will bo caused by committing the gov- 
ernment to a "convert to Rome," con- 
cering all of whom Mr. Gladstone, in 
his publication entitled "Vatican De- 
crees," has with unanswerable force, 
established tho proposition; "thai Rome 
rfguires a convert who now joins her to 
forfeit his moral and mental freedom, 
and to phce his loi/alt)/ and civil duty at 
the mercy af another," Your petition- 
ers further submit; that such an op- 
pointment will- lead the people of India 
to believe that England is not sincere 
in tho profession and support of its 
Protestant faith. Your jietitioners 
further humbly submit, that it is not 
respectful to her Majesty, nor consist- 
ent with the Article in the Protestant 
Constitution, "whiohr' • requires lior 
Majesty to -' hold and maintain the 
Protestant faith, that tho member.? of 
her houseliold . Bhould be appointe<l, 
and her chaplains controlled by a Ro- 
man Catholic. Your petitioners rao.st 
deeply deplore these appointments, and 
humbly pray your honorable House to 
take such steps thereon as in your wis- 
dom, may seem meet. And your peti- 
tionoVs will ever pray." — Times. 

A SftuabUo Bot'ciroon Tvo RutUosa 

A curiou.s inoidont is reported by the 
Times correspondent from Odessa. Gen- 
eral Todleben was waiting at tho sta- 
tion for the train to take him to St. 
Petersburg. . fSuddenly he turned to 
State Secretary Panutin, hia chief as. 
sistant, who conducts the business of 
the governor-generalship at Odes.sa, and 
violently upbraided him for being the 
oau.so of the odium wliich attaches to 
his name as governor-general at Odetsa, 
and accu.sed him of having misled him 
into acting bo vigorously during the last 
twelve months, ! andiof being tlie cause 
of jeopardizing his career. Panutin 
was the right-hand man of Mouravieff, 
the ruthless governor of Lithuania, 
during tho Polish insurrection of 1864. 
Tliis unseemly squabble has occurred 
between two men who, during the past 
twelve months, have sent eight men :to 
tho scaflbld, banished a number of both 
se.\-eR to Silieria, and had many taken 
out of their beds! and sent to prison.. 
Todleben receives no sympathy.
